That the loan of $7,400,000 which Premier Sifton is seeking to | 
raise in London in accordance with the terms of the act of last ses- | 
sion, empowering the provincial government to raise a sum not ex- 
ceeding $7,400,000 on the credit of the general revenue of the pro-, 
vince, is being blocked by important financial interests, and that J. 
Pierpont Morgan is himself actively opposing the loan, is the sub- 
stance of a report in financial circles which appears to be well- 
founded. 

The act, Chapter XXII. of the statutes of rgro, entitled “An 
Act for Raising Money on the Credit of the General Revenue of the 
Province of Alberta,” was carried at the fall session of the legisla- 
ture, subsequent to the passage of the bill which declared forfeited to | 


. the general revenue fund the proceeds of the bond sale of the Al- 


berta and Great Waterways railway. It was the premier’s intention 
during his stay in London to raise money under the terms of this act, 
to provide for the expenditure authorized in last year’s budget, out 
of the confiscated Great Waterways monies. A very large propor- 
tion of the money is required to meet the capital expenditures of 
the year on roads and bridges and other public works throughout 
the province. 

J. Pierpont Morgan, who represents the Alberta and Great 
Waterways bondholders, and with whom the premier has been in 
conference, it is stated, in regard to the settlement of the difficulties 
between the government and the railway company, is reported to 
be using his influence to bring about the failure of the issue. Un-| 
less a settlement be arrived at (and it is known that the govern- | 
ment’s representatives have approached the president of the Some 
pany with a view to a compromise), it is altogether probable that| 
the loan will be defeated.

New Car Barns Unnecessary 
Says Commissioner Bouillon 


Bylaw Passed and Plans Prepared by Expert Year Ago 
But Commissioner Pigeonholes Report—Many 
Alterations and Additions to Old Barns 


cial election, steps were in due course 
taken by the city authorities to carry 
out the plans for a new ear barn, 
Architect Low, of Boston, was en- 
gaged to draft plans and specifieations, 
Whiel he did and for whieh the city 
paid him $2400 as commission for the } 
work, Other experts in this line of 
architecture were consulled meantime 
and without exception advised that the 
plans were in keeping with the object 
sought by the ratepayers of this city. 

Commissioner Bouillon objected te 
the whole proposition and made known 
his position in a manner that left no 
room for doubt in the minds of other 
city officials. He not only held up the 
bylaw, but had if indefinitely — past- 
poned, making il absolutely inoperative 
after. the munieipatity had expended 
82400 in arehiteet plans. 

After more than a year of inactivity 
in the matter, Commissioner Bouillon 
explains that his chief reason for ob- 
jeeting to the bylaw is that a new ear 
barn is not needed, the present barn 
meeting all the requirements of the 
street car service and use for storage 
purposes. He says that enough alter- 
ations and additions have been made 
ty provide ample room: in the old barn, 
in face of the fact that the structure 
will hold but 18 cars and there are 22 
fears in active service att he present 
time. By winter lime it is expect- 
ed that B34 ears will be required for 
the serviee in Edmonton and Strath- 
eona. Where 13 of the cars will be 
stored is purely guess Work as no pro- 
vision has so far been made to that 
eo,

Notwithstanding favorable action of 
ocal citizens on the proposition and the 
opinion of experts on the subject, all 
of whom agree that a strueture sueh as 
originally contemplated — by the city 
Would meet the requirements of the 
street railway department for years to 
come, Mr. Bouillon had the bylaw side- 
tracked and there it remains just 
though nothing had ever been done. 

What course, if any, may be pursued 
o rescue the bylaw from its dusty 
resting place can only be conjectured. 
More than 43> months have elapsed 
since the bylaw: reeeived the. sover- 
eign sanction of the ratepayers and of 
late inquiry bas been made as to its 
probable fate. 

“It's up to Bouillon,’ comes the re- 
sponse from soine quarters, while 
others are inclined to press the matter 
still further and inquire if Bouillon is 
the whole municipal show and if there 
is no redress from such ezar-like meth- 
ods in conducting affairs of the city.

Upon looking into 
the matter more fully, he found that it 
might cost nearly $200,000 to con- 
struct such a building, and he contends 
that it is not needed, Besides the pe- 
culiar subsoil of the lot on which it 
was proposed to build the barn, ad- 
joining the present ear barn, Mr. Bouil- 
lon says, is not favorable for a struc- 
lure of the magnitude contemplated,

The Time to Take in 
North Edmonton Is Now 


The tentative proposition of the citizens of North Edmonton to 
come into the Edmonton incorporation is one which should be 
seized upon by the Edmonton authorities without a moment's 
hesitation or delay. 

There are a great many reasons why North Edmonton skould 
be included in the municipality ef the city of Edmonton, and not 
the least of these is the fact that it will have to be taken in sooner or 
later anyway, in view of which fact there can never be a better 
time to take it in than the present. 

One of the most inconvenient situations into which the munici- 
pality of the ciy of Edmonton could get itself would be that of 
having another municipality of equal civic power and authority 
abutting on its borders. The possibilities for perplexity arising 
from the necessity of operating such a utility as the street car line 
in two municipalities will be grasped at once by any who are familiar 
with the experience of the city of Toronto in dealing with the 
Toronto Street Railway, or of the city of Vancouver in dealing with 
the B, C. Electric. 

Edmonton already operates a mile and a quarter of track out- 
side of the city limits on its packing plant line, and the city has no 
guarantee that North Edmonton might not grant a franchise to a 
rival company, which, owing to conditions under which it might be 
granted, Edmonton would be unable to control when the two com- 
munities were finally amalgamated. 

Edmonton very narrowly escaped just that danger with 
Brutinel franchise, and that it will recur is almost a certainty. 

As inconvenient as this would be the situation of the two 
municipalities operating two sets uf water, power, light, sewer and 
telephone services. 

The best argument in favor of amalgamation with Strathcona at 
the present moment is that with one set of utilities it will be even- 
tually possible to serve the amalgamated city with better and 
cheaper service than two separate sets of utilities under different 
management could be made to serve two municipalities side by side. | 
This argument applies with quite as much force to Edmonton and 
North Edmonton as it does to Edmonton and Strathcona. Admit- 
tedly, the necessities of North Edmonton are not yet as great as 
those of Edmonton or Strathcona, but the man would be lacking in 
vision indeed who cannot foresee the day when the industrial com- 
munity to the north will be a greater community than either Stratl- 
cona or Edmonton is at the present time, an dthat in the not very | 
distant future. | 

Certainly Edmonton could not lose anything by extending its 
boundaries a mile or so to the east and drawing the. line south to the 
river. The area which would be taken in is already filling up very 
rapidly and the possible revenue at once available would undoubted- 
ly be quite sufficient to carry the charges for the improvements 
which North Edmonton asks as a condition of amalgamation. | 

The time for the city council to take action is now. | 


Not Yet Too Late 
For Road to the North | 


If there is any truth in the reports, which seem to have good 
foundation, that Premier Sifton is already approaching the interests 
which are behind the Alberta and Great Waterways looking toward 
a settlement of the litigation, there is still hope that Edmonton wwill 
get a railway to the north before that region is tapped from any 
other direction. 

That the legislation which put the railway proposition out of 
business was a sad blow to the city is now generally recognized, 
and that it was uncalled for is evident from the fact that the people 
who were really responsible were quite willing to have the con-| 
tract altered in almost any way that the province might require to 
guarantee a good road. 

If the government now sees fit to enter into a compromise 
agreement with the responsibie people behind the Waterways look- 
ing to a termination of the litigation and an early construction of 
the road, the announcement will be hailed with delight by the citi- 
zens of Edmonton irrespective of political leanings. 


Mr. Bouillon Should Show 
Where Paving Contracts Differ 


These theatricals of Mr. Bouillon objecting to the paving con- 
tracts on technical grounds after the contracts have been let is a 
little tiresome, to say the least. 

If Mr. Bouillon had objections to make to the contracts or the 
tenders, the time to make them was before the contracts were let. 
To withhold his objections until after the contracts had been let 
could serve no purpose but to tie up the city work, which seems to 
be Mr. Bouillon’s consuming ambition at the present time. 

Mr. Bouillon’s objection that the paving company has not given 
any guarantee would look much stronger if he would dig up the; 
tenders of last year which he let himself and show where they differ 
from the tenders which the company submitted this year to which 
he so strenuously objects. If there is any difference except the dif- 
ference in price—which the cement merger and not the paving com- 
pany is responsible for—Mr. Bouillon, by failing to show where that 
difference lies, shows himself a very poor tactician. 

If he cannot show that there is a difference he convicts himself 
of being a straight four-flusher.
